Reagan,  Fahd  go 
for  second  round 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The  White  House 
offered  a  cautious  greeting  Tuesday  to  reports  of  an 
Arab  “framework”  for  negotiations  with  Israel  as 
President  Reagan  and  Saudi  Arabia’s  King  Fahd 
held  a  second  round  of  talks  on  chances  for  a 
Mideast  peace. 

“We  would  hope  that  the  meeting  between  the 
PLO  and  King  Hussein  is  a  first  step  that  will  lead 
toward  discussions”  with  Israel,  presidential 
spokesman  Larry  Speakes  said. 

The  president  and  the  Saudi  monarch  talked  for 
75  minutes  over  breakfast  and  discussed  the  peace 
process  “in  some  detail,”  said  Speakes.  It  was  the 
second  session  for  the  two  leaders  during  Fahd’s 
five-day  state  visit. 

Although  Speakes  refused  to  say  whether  the 
recent  reported  agreement  between  the  Jordanian 
king  and  PLO  chairman  Yasser  Arafat,  was  discus¬ 
sed,  he  said  the  administration  viewed  the  talks  in 
Amman  as  a  positive  development. 

“Any  declared  intention  to  pursue  a  peaceful  set¬ 
tlement  of  the  Middle  East  conflict  would  be  a  con¬ 
structive  step,”  Speakes  said.  “It. is  crucial,  howev¬ 
er,  that  the  settlement  be  pursued  at  the  table  in 
direct  negotiations,  based  on  U.N.  Security  Coun¬ 
cil  Resolution  242.” 

“If  the  discussions  in  Amman  help  move  the  par¬ 
ties  to  the  negotiating  table,  it  is  a'  welcome  de¬ 
velopment,”  Speakes  said. 

While  Fahd  has  urged  the  president  to  take  a 
more  vigorous  role  in  the  Mideast  peace  process,

the  administration  wants  to  hold  back  until  Jordan 
and  the  Palestine  Liberation  Organization,  with 
the  backing  from  such  moderate  Arabs  as  the 
Saudis,  arrange  for  direct  negotiations  with  Israel. 

The  United  States  has  emphasized  that  a  lasting 
peace  must  be  based  on  the  United  Nation’s  resolu¬ 
tion  calling  on  Israel  to  return  lands  it  captured  in 
the  1967  war  in  return  for  Arab  recognition  of  its 
sovereignty  and  borders. 

Speakes  emphasized  the  United  States  had  not 
seen  all  the  details  of  the  agreement  reached  by 
Hussein  and  Arafat  and  could  not  comment  on 
whether  it  touches  on  the  U.N,  resolution. 

Meanwhile,  a  report  in  a  Kuwaiti  newspaper, 
Al-Qabas,  in  a  dispatch  from  Amman,  the  Jorda¬ 
nian  capital,  said  the  “framework”  announced  by 
Hussein  and  Arafat  called  for  an  amendment  to  the 
U.N,  resolution  which  would  “incorporate  the 
PLO.”  There  was  no  elaboration. 

Every  Israeli  government  has  ruled  out  any 
negotiations  with  the  PLO.  Previous  talks  between 
the  Jordanian  king  and  the  embattled  PLO  leader, 
who  is  being  challenged  by  more  radical  Palesti¬ 
nians,  have  come  to  naught. 

Speakes  said  the  United  States  will  not  appoint  a 
Mideast  trouble-shooter  or  envoy,  and  refused  to 
detail  any  other  possible  action. 

He  said  the  administration  would  like  to  see  the 
Arab  parties  involved  in  the  peace  process  take  the 
first  step,  which  would  be  for  the  Palestinians  and 
HuSsein  to  work  out  some  details  and  then  come  to 
the  negotiating  table  with  the  Israelis.

Greek  government  spokesman 
Dimitrios  Maroudas  later  told  a  news 
conference  that  a  planned  Tuesday 
meeting  between  Papandreou  and  the 
:  73-year-old  Soviet  leader  had  been 
'  canceled  by  Soviet  officials  who  said 
Chernenko  was  sick. 

“The  planned  meeting  of  the  pre¬ 
mier  of  Greece  with  the  general 
secretary  of  the  Soviet  Communist 
Party  could  not  take  place  due  to  the 
illness  of  Mr.  Chernenko,”  Maroudas 


said. 

He  declined  to  say  how  much  adv¬ 
ance  notice  was  given. 

Asked  if  the  delegation  was  given 
any  details  about  Chernenko, 
Maroudas  said:  “We  have  no  such 
curiosity.” 

Earlier,  the  foreign  ministry  offi¬ 
cial  told  The  Associated  Press:  “Mr. 
Chernenko  is  not  in  Moscow.  He  is  in 
the  country.  He  is  on  vacation.” 

Maroudas  said,  “These  two  thing's 
do  not  necessarily  contradict  each 
other.  He  could  be  ill  and  out  of  town 
at  the  same  time.” 

Chernenko’s  health  has  been  the 
subject  of  persistent  speculation  since 
he  took  office  on  Feb.  13, 1984,  includ¬ 
ing  reports  that  he  has  emphysema. 
He  has  displayed  obvious  breathing 
difficulties  when  speaking  in  public. 

The  official  Soviet  news  media 
were  silent  Tuesday  about  Chernenk¬ 
o’s  condition. 

The  lead  item  on  the  national  even¬ 
ing  news  program  “Vremya”  (Time) 
was  an  announcement  that  a  new 


book  by  Chernenko  has  been  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  Soviet  Union. 

The  book  “On  the  Way  to  Complet¬ 
ing  Developed  Socialism,”  is  a  com¬ 
pilation  of  speeches  and  writings  by 
'the  Soviet  leader  in  1984.  A  still  pic¬ 
ture  of  Chernenko  sitting  behind  a 
desk  was  shown  during  the  announce¬ 
ment. 

Chernenko  kept  a  busy  public  sche¬ 
dule  until  his  last  appearance  during  a 
televised  awards  ceremony  Dec.  27. 

In  January  the  Warsaw  Pact 
abruptly  canceled  a  summit,  and  di¬ 
plomats  said  it  was  unlikely  the  lead¬ 
ership  conference  would  have  been 
scheduled  at  all  if  Chernenko  were 
planning  a  regular  vacation. 

“I  think  we  are  all  pretty  skeptical 
about  winter  vacations,  just  as  we 
were  about  a  5-month-long  cold,”'said 
a  Western  diplomat,  referring  to  offi¬ 
cial  explanations  for  Andropov’s  long 
absence  before  he  died  on  Feb.  9, 
1984.  He  spoke  on  condition  he  not  be 
identified.

Wallengren  said  he  has  come  across 
a  lot  of  criticism  due  to  his  stand.

Flood  preparations  begin 
throughout  Utah  County

,  .  Spring  flooding  has  become  a  major  concern  in  Utah 
County,  and  preparations  are  being  made  to  handle  the 
onslaught  of  water. 

“Based  on  present  surveys,  an  early  spring  could  trig¬ 
ger  a  lot  of  problems,”  said  Doyle  Winterton,  Utah  County 
water  engineer. 

Utah  County  will  use  16.2  percent  of  its  $22.5  million 
budget  this  year  for  flood  control,  said  Clyde  Naylor,  Utah 
County  engineer. 

“There  are  nine  maj  or  tributaries  that  bring  water  into 
Utah  County,”  said  Winterton,  “and  all  of  that  water  flows 
Hhto  Utah  Lake. 

“Because  of  saturated  water  sheds,  the  county  has  a 
{  very  high  potential  for  mudslides  and  excess  water  runoff 
this  spring,”  he  said. 

The  county  is  presently  receiving  bids  to  build  flood 
^control  basins  in  Hobble  Creek  and  Payson  Canyon,  said 
Winterton.  . 

-  “The  bids  will  be  finalized  by  the  end  of  this  week  and 
work  will  begin  immediately,”  he  said.  The  work  will  also 
include  dredging  the  rivers,  and  the  flood  basins  will  be 
built  to  handle  expected  high  flood  waters,  Winterton 
said. 

I  The  funding  to  install  the  two  flood  basins  will  be  paid  by 


federal  and  state  funds,  the  Utah  County  flood  control 
budget,  and  budgets  from  the  individual  cities  which  will 
benefit  from  the  basins,  said  Winterton. 

“The  flood  basins  are  to  be  completed  and  fully  oper¬ 
ational  by  April  17,”  he  said. 

Two  other  streams  in  the  county  will  also  have  flood 
control  efforts.  The  Provo  and  American  Fork  Rivers  will 
be  dredged  and  prepared  for  excess,  flood  waters,  said 
Winterton: 

Deer  Creek  Resevoir  is  another  flood  control  area,  that 
could  be  used  more  efficiently,  he  said.  “The  management 
of  the  Deer  Creek  Dam  doesn’t  see  the  structure  as  a  tool 
for  flood  control  and  often  releases  water  too  late  each 
year. 

“The  water  in  Deer  Creek  needs  to  be  released  earlier 
each  year  because  nature  is  too  unpredictable,”  Winterton. 
stated.  If  it  was  released  earlier  in  the  year,  Deer  Creek 
could  act  as  a  catch  basin  for  water  that  runs  off  the 
mountains  in  that  area. 

An  important  factor  in  predicting  flooding  in  Utah 
County  is  weather,  said  Bill  Adler,  an  official  with  the 
National  Weather  Service.  If  spring  brings  mor6  snow  or 
rain  to  this  area,  the  potential  for  flooding  problems  is 
very  high. 

Adler  predicts  that  the  weather  will  be  moderate  over 
the  next  two  weeks,  but  said  an  accurate  prediction  of 
weather  throughout  the  spring  would  not  be  possible. 


Opposition  tries  to  win 
Korea's  electoral  race 

New  party  gives  Chun  a  strong  challenge 


SEOUL,  South  Korea  (AP)  —  The  new  political  party 
was  running  a  strong  second  in  nationwide  elections 
Wednesday — no  threat  to  the  majority  of  President  Chun 
Doo-hwan  but  presaging  a  strong  opposition  voices  in 
South  Korea's  future. 

Chun’s  ruling  Democratic  Justice  Party  was  certain  to 
retain  firm  control  of  the  National  Assembly,  but  the 
showing  of  the  New  Korea  Democratic  Party  has  ex¬ 
ceeded  even  its  own  expectations. _ 

With  42.5  percent  of  Tuesday’s  vote  counted,  the  Cen¬ 
tral  Election  Management  Committee  said  government 
candidates  were  running  first  or  second  in  88  of  92  two- 
seat  districts,  and  the  new  party’s  candidates  in  47.  Two 
moderate  opposition  groups  —  the  Democratic  Korea  Par¬ 
ty  and  Korea  National  Party  — had  only  24  and  18  leaders 
respectively,  and  the  other  seven  top  contenders  were 
from  smaller  parties. 

An  additional  92  seats  in  the  276-member  body  are 
decided  proportionally,  with  61  going  to  the  party  winning 
■  th  most  seats  in  the  direct  ballot.  A  total  of  439  candidates 
ran  in  the  direct-ballot  districts. 

The  two  leading  parties  dominated  all  14  districts  in 
Seoul,  the  capital,  shutting  out  the  Democratic  Korea 
Party. 

The  new  opposition  group,  which  calls  Chun  a  military 
dictator,  was  formed  only  last  month  and  is  backed  by 
South  Korea’s  two  leading  dissidents  —  Kim  Dae-jung, 
who  returned  from  self-exile  last  week,  and  Kim  Young- 
sam.  Both  are  under  the  equivalent  of  house  arrest  and 
have  been  blacklisted  politically  since  1980. 


Democratic  Korea  went  into  the  election  second  in 
strength,  but  has  been  identified  as  too  close  to  the  ruling 
party.  It  stands  to  lose  the  most  from  the  surge  by  the  new 
opposition  faction, 

A  highly  publicized  contest  was  between  Lee  Min-woo, 
president  of  the  new  party,  and  government  candidate 
Lee  Chong-chan,  the  current  majority  floor  leader.  The 
opposition  leader  was  running  a  close  second  in  Seoul’s 
Chongno  district. 

“We  expected  our  candidates  to  do  well  in  major  cities, 
but  the  returns  so  far  have  exceeded  our  expectations,” 
said  Choi  Ki-sun,  spokesman  for  the  new  party. 

Formation  of  the  party,  and  Kim  Dae-jung’s  return 
Friday  from  two  years  in  the  United  States,  helped  stir 
interest  and  84.2  percent  of  the  24  million  people'  eligible 
voted.  The  turnout  was’  78:4  percent  in  the  last  assembly 
election  in  March  1981,  when  Chun’s  newly  formed  party 
had  no  well-organized  opposition. 

The  campaign  had  been  heated,  often  bitter,  but  there 
were  no  immediate  reports  from  the  12,911  polling  places 
of  major  violence. 

The  election  has  been  regarded  as  the  first  real  test  for 
the  government  party  and  for  President  Chun’s  commit¬ 
ment  to  democratic  plurality. 

He  rose  to  power  in  1980  following  the  assassination  of 
President  Park  Chung-hee  in  October  1979,  dismantled  all 
existing  political  parties  and  blacklisted  more  than  500 
politicians,  including  the  two  Kims. 

The  United  States,  South  Korea’s  principal  ally,  has 
urged  it  toward  democratic  change. 


Rescue  unit  prepares 
to  enter  Wilberg  mine; 
hearings  still  closed

Emery  Mining  Corp.  rescue  crews  are  making 
another  attempt  to  break  a  seal  preventing  passage  into 
the  smouldering  Wilberg  mine  —  while  a  seal  blocking 
reporters  from  attending  the  federal  hearings  will  re¬ 
main  intact. 

The  Emery  company  is  making  progress  toward  re¬ 
trieving  the  corpses  of  miners  as  rescue  workers,  at 
press  time,  planned  to  resume  first-stage  efforts  at  mid¬ 
night  to  re-enter  the  mine  by  injecting  carbon  dioxide 
into  the  southern-most  entry.  Whether  or  not  crews 
ipject  the  chemical  to  dilute  the  carbon  monoxide  poison¬ 
ing  depends  on  the  barometric  reading. 

While  crews  debate  breaching  the  seal  today,  the 
federal  Mine,  Safety  and  Health  Administration  has 
decided  to  resume  formal  questioning  Monday  into  the 
disaster  that  killed  27  people  —  Emery  company  repre¬ 
sentatives  excluded. 

MSHA  optioned  to  keep  the  hearings  closed  to  the 
public  and  the  press  in  compliance  with  a  preliminary 
injunction  issued  Monday  by  U.S.  District  Judge  David 
K.  Winder.  “As  the  judge  allowed,  representatives  from 
the  state  Industrial  Commission  and  the  United  Mine 
Workers  Union  will  be  allowed  to  attend,”  said  Kathar¬ 
ine  Snyder,  spokeswomen  for  MSHA. 

The  injunction  followed  a  temporary  restraining 
order  issued  Jan.  24  halting  further  questioning  of  wit¬ 
nesses  upon  the  request  of  the  news  agencies  which 
were  prohibited  from  reporting  the  hearings.  The  order 
suspended  the  hearings  unless  a  pool  reporter  was  in¬ 
cluded. 

Winder,  finalizing  the  restraining  order,  supported 
the'  Society  of  Professional  Journalists  and  13  other 
laintiffs  saying  barring  the  media  or  public  from  the 
earings  wile  allowing  certain  interested  parties  would 
cause  “irreparable  harm”  to  the  plaintiffs  and  “would  not 
be  in  the  public  interest.” 

If  MSHA  opts  to  open  the  hearing  to  anyone  other 
than  the  state  and  union  officials,  the  federal  agency 


must  allow  a  pool  reporter  from  the  print  media  and  a 
pool  camera  and  microphone,  he  said. 

After  a  nearly  three- week  hiatus  in  the  hearings, 
MSHA  will  resume  questioning  65  more  witnesses  who 
will  not  have  to  look  into  a  reporter’s  camera  or  mic¬ 
rophone.  However,  the  federal  agency  will  make  a 
transcript  available  to  the  press  and  the  families  of  the 
deceased  when  the  hearings  conclude. 

During  the  interim,  MSHA  was  allowed  to  interview 
potential  witnesses  to  determine  who  had  “valuable  in¬ 
formation.”  The  agency  augmented  the  original  list  of  29 
witnesses  and  expect  the  proceedings  to  continue  for 
approximately  three  weeks. 

Exclusion  of  Emery’s  officials  has  prompted  the  com¬ 
pany  to  meet  with  its  legal  counsel  to  consider ‘options. 
“The  decision  to  proceed  and  allow  the  mining  union  to 
participate  and  not  the  company  flies  in  the  face  of  basic 
fairness,”  said  Bob  Henri,  spokesman  of  the  company. 

In  the  meantime,  rescue  crews  hope  to  re-enter  the 
mine  as  early  as  today.  Because  low  air  pressure  outside 
the  mine  causes  a  high-pressure  reaction  inside,  crews 
will  wait  to  pump  carbon  dioxide  into  the  tunnel  until 
there  is  an  upward  and  stabalized  swing  in  the 
barometric  pressure. 

An  approaching  storm  Friday  hindered  crews’  efforts 
to  lower  the  temperature  and  carbon  monoxide  content. 
Last  night’s  attempt  could  lead  to  breaching  the  seal  this 
morning,  however,  “as  was  evidenced,  so  many  vari¬ 
ables  come  into  play.  It  is  unrealistic  to  set”  any  specific 
time,  said  Henri.  Although  the  mine  is  sealed  to  smother 
the  fire,  oxygen  feeds  the  fire  through  cracks  in  the 
ground.  When  air  pressure  outside  of  the  mine  is  high, 
oxygen  seeps  through  these  fissures.  When  it  is  low,  the 
mine  “exhales,”  he  said. 

Henri  told  the  Associated  Press  that  nitrogen  may 
also  be  used  to  reduce  the  carbon  monoxide  content 
since  carbon  dioxide  failed  to  reduee  the  toxic  gas  to  a 
pre-established  threshold.  Both  gases  work  to  lower  the 
carbon  monoxide  level,  but  the  nitrogen,  having  the 
“same  atomic  weight  as  carbon,  naturally  layers  itself  at 
the  same  levels,”  he  said.

The  men  tied  the 
boy  up  and  made  him  lay  on  the  floor  of  the  van,  he 
told  police. 

The  youth  reported  that  after  driving  for  a  few 
minutes,  the  men  stopped  the  van  and  assaulted 
him.  After  the  assault  the  men  left  the  van  and  the 
boy  said  he  managed  to  untie  himself  and  escape. 

Castro  not  interested 
in  closer  ties  with  U.S. 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Fidel  Castro  says  clos¬ 
er  U.S.-Cuban  ties  would  ease  global  tensions,  but 
he  said,  “I  will  not  change  a  single  one  of  my  princi¬ 
ples  for  a  thousand  relations  with  a  thousand  coun¬ 
tries  like  the  United  States.” 


In  an  interview  with  PBS’s  MacNeil-Lehrer 
Newshour,  broadcast  Monday  night,  Castro  said 
that  Cuba’s  relations  with  the  Soviets  are  “better 
than  ever.” 

Last  week,  in  response  to  previous  Expressions 
of  interest  by  Castro  in  improved  relations  with  the 
United  States,  White  House  spokesman  Larry 
Speakes  cited  Cuba’s  “close  allegience  to  the  Soviet 
Union”  as  a  fundamental  disagreement  with  the 
Castro  government. 

While  saying  that  “the  lines  of  communication” 
with  Cuba  remain  open,  Speakes  said  that  country 
has  taken  “very  little  action”  toward  better  rela¬ 
tions  with  the  United  States. 

Chilean  president  fires 
two  cabinet  members 

SANTIAGO,  Chile  (AP)  —  President  Augusto 
Pinochet  on  Tuesday  fired  two  leading  civilian 
Cabinet  members  who  had  urged  him  not  to  renew 
the  state  of  siege,  which  bans  opposition  news 
media  and  political  activity. 

Interior  Minister  Sergio  Onofre  Jarpa  and  Fi¬ 
nance  Minister  Luis  Escobar  were  dismissed.  Both 
conservatives  had  argued  privately  against  the  90- 


day  renewal  of  the  state  ofsiege.  Pinochet,  an  army

Watergate's  bill  fund 
goes  out  of  business 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The  fund  that  helped 
pay  the  legal  bills  of  unconvicted  officials  of  Richard 
M.  Nixon’s  1972  re-election  committee  is  going  out 
of  business  12  Vz  years  after  Watergate,  having 
■spent  nearly  $4  million. 

A  total  of  $588,877  was  paid  out  in  December, 
according  to  reports  filed  with  the  Federal  Election 
Commission,  leaving  the  “1972  Campaign  Liquida¬ 
tion  Trust”  with  $19,938.  That  money  will  be 
turned  over  to  the  Republican  National  Commit¬ 
tee,  Guilford  Dudley,  chairman  of  the  trust,  said 
Tuesday. 

“It’ll  close  it  all  out,”  said  Dudley.  “It’s  been  a 
headache.  For  a  while  we  were  meeting  about  once 
a  month.  It  was  a  headache  from  beginning  to-end.  ” 

The  fund,  the  survivor  of  a  Nixon  campaign  orga¬ 
nization  that  collected  more  than  $60  million  for  his 
re-election,  once  contained  about  $4  million.

Provo  City  joins 
MEI  in  Phase  1 
power  contract 


Final  contract  agreements  be¬ 
tween  the  city  of  Provo  and  Mother' 
Earth  Industries  (MEI)  are.just  ab¬ 
out  completed. 

Tuesday’s  Provo  Municipal  Council 
meeting  was  largely  devoted  to  the 
updating  of  present  contract  develop¬ 
ments  between  the  two. 

MEI  has  agreed  to  provide  the  city 
of  Provo  with  steam  from  geothermal 
wells  situated  in  the  Cove  Fort- 
Sulphurdale  area  in  Millard  and  Beav¬ 
er  counties.  The  city  will  then  use  this 
steam  to  generate  power  for  use  in 
Provo. 

The  agreement  between  Provo  and 
Utah  Power  and  Light,  which  will 
wheel  the  power  to  Provo,'  was  one 
obstacle  that  has  now  been  cleared 
city  lawyer  Don  Allen  said.  “This  is  a 
risky  business,  but  we  are  trying  to 
minimize  that  risk,”  Allen  said. 

In  talking  about  the  time  it  has 


said,  “We  must  walk  before  we  run 
— one  step  at  a  time. 

“I’m  for  the  project.  I  think  it’s 
going  to  work,”  Allen  added. 

The  project  is  divided  in  to  three 
phases.  Provo  has  100  percent  rights 
to  the  generation  of  Phase  One,  and 
the  rights  of  first  refusal  to  Phases 
Two  and  Three,  Allen  .said. 

Wayne  Portanova,  MEI  developer, 
said,  “I  see  no  problems  with  the  con¬ 
tract,  and  no  surprises  should  arise.” 
Portanova  said  that  he  hopes  that 
Provo  will  use  its  option  on  Phases 
Two  and  Three,  because  it  has  always 
been  his  objective  to  sell  solely  to 
Provo.

Orem  adopts  new  laws 


A  resolution  was  adopted  to  complete  housing 
rehabilitation  guidelines  by  the  Orem  City  Council 
Tuesday  night. 

New  guidelines  will  comply  with  recent  changes 
in  the  federal  regulations  and  recommendations 
from  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  De¬ 
velopment  audits  of  the  city’s  Housing  Rehabilita¬ 
tion  program. 

Under  the  hew  guidelines  the  city  will  set  up 
criteria  for  those  wishing  to  obtain  a  federal  grant 
for  housing  rehabilitation.  Those  in  low  income 
families,  will  pay  three  percent  interest  on  loans, 
while  medium  income  fatftilies  willpay  four  percent 
and  moderate  income  families  will  phy  fiver  percent. 

A  $9,000  limit  was  placed  on  the  grants.  Jo  main¬ 
tain  good  contractors  and  to  be  sure  good  work  will 


be  done  within  the  rehabilitation  program,  25  per¬ 
cent  of  the  cost  will  be  withheld  from  the  builder 
until  the  home  is  inspected  by  a  building  inspector 
and  by  the  home  owner. 

An  ordinance  amending  the  portion  of  the  Orem 
City  Code  dealing  with  disturbing  the  peace  was 
also  adopted  by  the  council.  The  revision  restricts 
unreasonable  noises  causing  a  public  disturbance. 
The  code  says  a  public  disturbance  “shall  be  any 
sound  which  unreasonably  disturbs  or  interferes 
with  the  peace,  comfort  or  repose  of  owners  or 
possessors  of  real  property”  between  the  hours  of 
10:30  p.m.  and  7  a,m. 

The  previous  code  restricted  unreasonable 
noises  between  10  p.m.  and  7  a.m.

For  seven  consecutive  years  the 
WAC  champion  has  been  the  host 
team  at  the  Holiday  Bowl  in  San 
Diego.  But  now  talk  is  circulating  that 
the  ties  that  have  bound  the  confer¬ 
ence  to  San  Diego  each  winter  are 
about  to  break.

English  leads  All-Star  drive 

to  aid  African  famine  victims

Athletes  too  often  are  looked  on  as  some  sort  of  disembodied 
creatures,  supermen  operating  in  their  own  private  stratos¬ 
phere. 

It  is  easy  to  forget  that  beyond  their  formidible  athletic  skills, 
these  are  but  human  beings,  sharing  the  same  Jrailities  and 
emotions  as  the  rest  of  us  —  fear,  joy,  sadness,  anger. 

Many  of  them,  like  Alex  English  of  the  National  Basketball 
Association  Denver  Nuggets,  are  moved  by  the  human  condi¬ 
tion. 

Last  October  at  the  start  of  the  NBA  season,  English  was 
enjoying  a  rare  night  off  at  home  with  his  family.  He  turned  on 
the  television  set  after  dinner,  and  in  the  next  few  moments  his 
life  changed. 

Denver’s  Public  Broadcasting  station  was  airing  a  special  on 
the  famine  in  Ethiopia.  English,  a.  sensitive  man  who  writes 
poetry  to  pass  his  idle  time,  was  touched  by  the  news  film. 

Touched  and  horrified. 

“It  was  pitiful,”  he  said.  “There  were  kids  who  were  starving. 
Kids!  It  was  a  terrible  situation.” 

English  has  two  small  children  and  another  on  the  way.  He 
could  relate  to  the  vacant' stares  of  the  hungry  children  of 
Ethiopia. 

English,  who  is  a  vice  president  of  the  NBA  Players  Associa¬ 
tion,  called  the  union’s  executive  director,  Larry  Fleisher.  “He 
had  seen  the  horror,”  Fleisher  said.  “He  felt  we  had  to  do  some¬ 


thing  for  those  people.  It  evolved  from  there.” 

Within  a  day,  with  the  help  of  some  of  the  NBA’s- very  best 
players,  human  beings  like  Bernard  King,  Kareem  Abdul- 
Jabbar,  Julius  Erving  and  Larry  Bird,  the  All-Star  fund  raising 
play  was  developed. 

“I  had  the  idea,”  English  said,  “but  it  took  all  of  the  All-Stars  to 
say  they  would  do  it.  I  wanted  to  reach  out  and  do  something  to 
help.  But  I’m  just  one  person,  and  how  much  impact  can  one 
person  have?” 

Not  much,  unless  he  has  a  number  of  tall  and  talented  friends 
willing  to  contribute  a  day’s  pay  for  a  good  cause. 

Fleisher  polled  the  Association’s  officers  and  about  a  half  dozen 
of  the  league’s  topplayers,  the  likely  All-Stars.  They  all  endorsed 
English’s  idea. 

It  called  for  the  24  NBA  players  in  Sunday’s  game  to  contri¬ 
bute  their  cash  shares  —  $2,500  for  winning  teain  players,  $1,500 
for  losers  —  to  Interaction  Ethiopia,  which  is  coordinating  relief 
activities  for  that  stricken  country. 

The  NBA  agreed  to  supplement  that  $48,000  with  $52,000 
more  for  a  total  $100,000  donation.  . 

For  Alex  English  the  Ethiopian  crisis  and  those  starving  chil¬ 
dren  have  become  a  top  priority  item. 

“The  amount  we  are  giving  can  only  sustain  them  for  a  short 
time,”  English  said.  “So  we  have  it  on  the  (union)  agenda  to 
discuss  more  All-Star  games  this  summer. 

“I’d  like  to  see  the  relief  fund  continue  beyond  this,”  he  said.

They  were  both  state  championship 
finalists,  with  Sandi  going  on  to  qual¬ 
ify  for  the  Junior  Nationals.  Both 
came  to  BYU  and  majored  in  philoso¬ 
phy.  They  also  both  received  All- 
High  Country  Athletic  Conference 
honors  in  1983. 

The  only  thing  this  duo  does  not  do 
together  it  seems  is  get  married. 
Susan  was  married  last  April. 

Since  they  are  so  similar  in  many 
ways,  swimming  together  isn’t  much 
of  a  problem.  “Swimming  together 
has  its  advantages,”  said  Askew.

Not  everyone  on  the  team  of  court 
comics  is  happy  over  going  coed,  but 
head  coach  Charley  “Tex”  Harrison 
says  woman  players  have  become  too 
good  to  ignore. 

“With  the  tremendous  strides  in 
women’s  basketball  since  we  first 
started  playing,  we  think  a  woman 
would  be  an  added  asset  for  the 
Globetrotters,”  Harrison  said. 

More  than  200  women  across  the 
country  have  answered  the 
Globetrotters’  call  for  applications. 
Harrison  said  that  the  winner  — 
perhaps  more  than  one  —  will  be 
chosen  in  time  to  join  the  team  next 
year. 

Harrison  said  a  woman’s  size  will  be 
no  problem.  But  she  should  be  skilled 
at  handling  a  basketball  and  fast  on 
her  feet,  he  said,  and  she  should  have 
“a  radiant  personality.”

“It’s  one  of  the  great  love  stories  of  mod¬ 
ern  American  theater,”  said  Metten.  “The 
story  touches  audiences  because  of  its 
themes  of  tolerance,  understanding,  love 
and  willingness  to  learn  new  ways  of  doing 
things.” 

Metten  added  that  Rodgers  and  Ham¬ 
merstein  always  included  a  serious  theme 
about  living  in  their  productions.

Rhode,  42,  who  paid  $2  for  a  red  rose  for 
his  wife.  “It’s  convenient.  It  seems  like  a 


pretty  good  idea.” 

Owner  Dick  Finley  patented  the  idea  of . 
drive-through  florist  and  gift  shops  and 
opened  two  Affordable  Love  stores  after 
realizing  that  lots  of  people  enjoyed  taking 
gifts  home  but,  like  him,  dreaded  having 
to  buy  them. 

“Gift  giving,  I  thought,  for  the  male 
commuter  was  always  very  difficult,”  said 
Finley,  38,  who  is  also  a  sales  executive  for  ’ 
a  Pittsburgh  metals  company. 

Confident  of  the  market,  he  went  into 


business  in  October,  building  two  cedar- 
thatched,  windowed  kiosks  beside  busy 
thoroughfares. 

Business  has  proved  him  right:  He’s  had 
3,000  customers,  and  80  percent  have  been 
men. . 

Finley  hopes  to  attract  more  women  by 
offering  such  unusual  items  as  bonsai 
trees.

TV  provides  health  club  alternative 


NEW  YORK  (AP)  —  It’s  a  new  way  of  watching 
television  —  on  your  feet,  to  the  beat,  in  motion. 

From  disco  dancing  to  hatha  yoga,  television 
programs  are  offering  something  physical  for 
everyone.  It’s  cheaper  than  joining  a  health  club, 
and  fancy  workout  clothes  aren’t  needed  to  sweat  in 
the  privacy  of  your  home. 

Cable  networks  are  the  vanguard  of  this  video 
fitness  craze.  And  while  some  commercial  stations 
carry  exercise  programs  locally,  they’re  usually 
broadcast  in  the  wee  hours. 

Fitness  programming  dates  to  1951  when  exer¬ 
cise  guru  Jack  LaLanne  and  his  dog  “Happy”  en¬ 
couraged  kids  to  wake  their  mothers  and  drag  them 
in  front  of  the  television  set.  He’s  still  at  it. 

“I  want  every  man,  woman  and  child  to  be  physi¬ 
cally  fit,  and  if  you’re  not  physically  fit,  you  have 
nothing.” 

After  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century,  the  “Jack 
LaLanne  Show”  went  off  the  air  in  1979,  but  the 
70-year-old  muscle  man  is  making  a  comeback.  He’s 
currently  negotiating  a  TV  deal  for  his  “Wake  Up 
America,”  a  daily,  half-hour  program  produced 
from  his  home  in  Moro  Bay,  Calif.  LaLanne  is  also 
marketing  a  videotaped  regimen. 

If  LaLanne’s  rigid  physique  isn’t  the  inspiration 
you  need,  there  are  women  in  skimpy  leotards  de¬ 
monstrating  various  aerobic  exercises  to  the  home 
audience  in  the  syndicated  “20-Minute  Workout.” 

Designed  to  become  part  of  the  viewer’s  daily 
routine,  the  show  starts  with  slow  stretches  and 
builds  to  jogging  in  place  to  raise  the  heart  rate, 
followed  by  a  cool-down  period. 

Throughout  thasroutine  women  who  don’t  need 
much  toning  up  themselves  demonstrate  proper 
breathing,  while  exhaling  through  poutipg,  painted 
lips.

I 
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East  Bay  industrial  park 
will  enhance  Provo  City

Provo  City  will  be  enhanced  by  the  construction  one  of  Utah’s 
first  business  and  research  parks. 

The  planning  of  the  East  Bay  Business  and  Industrial  Park 
was  a  result  of  the  rapid  growth  of  Provo,  the  need  for  creating 
new  jobs  and  provide  a  tax  base  for  the  city,  said  Mike  Majewski, 
economic  development  coordinator  and  director  of  the  project. 

“An  American  demographic  magazine  in  April  1984 
prrojectedHrovo  as  the  second  fastest  growing  metropolitan 
area  in  the  United  States,”  said  Majewski.  This  influx  of  people  is 
helping  to  increase  the  probability  of  attracting  new  businesses 
to  the  area  and  also  providing  jobs  for  the  city,  he  said. 

The  park  is  under  construction  at  the  south  end  of  University 
Avenue  and  will  Consist  of  about  400  acres  when  completed, 
Majewski  said.  One-half  of  the  park  will  be  used  for  a  golf  course, 
landscaping  and  lakes.  The  other  half  will  have  buildings  for 
research  development,  retail  and  industrial  offices,  and  commer¬ 
cial  facilities  such  as  restaurants  and  motels. 


According  to  Majewski,  the  golf  course  in  the  center  of  the 
park  will  create  a  campus  type  of  environment  with  plenty  of 
green  grass  and  trees. 

This  kind  of  park  will  attract  the  high  image-seeking  com¬ 
panies  who  officers  want  a  feeling  of  prestige  for  their  company. 

Nevin  Limburg,  executive  vice  president  of  Provo’s  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  said  the  park  has  the  possibility  of  creating  12,500 
new  jobs  in  the  area.  This  is  more  than  double  the  total  employee 
force  of  Geneva  Steel.  These  new  jobs  could  have  a  total  of  $248 
million  payroll  annually,  he  said. 

“Out  of  the  30-45  firms  I  talked  to,  the  interest  was  extremely 
high.  ...  I  am  confident  this 'will  be  a  successful  project,”  said 
Majewski. 

This  park  will  also  Create  internships,  part-time  jobs,  and 
invite  future  jobs  for  students  -  especially  in  the  research  and 
technological  areas.  Usually  firms  of  high  technology  like  to 
locate  near  a  university  to  use  its  resources,  he  said. 

Construction  of  the  park  has  been  going  on  for  the  last  year. 
The  golf  course  will  be  landscaped  this  spring  and  in  October 
businesses  will  begin  to  build,  he  said. 


Postage  rates  up  2  cents

The  cost  of  postage  stamps  will  increase 
to  22  cents  beginning  Sunday,  said  Ken¬ 
neth  C.  Jorgenson,  manager  of  customer 
services  for  the  Provo  Post  Office. 

According  to  Jorgenson,  the  increase  is 
needed  because  postal  costs  have  in- 


The  postal  system  has  not  been  federal¬ 
ly  subsidized  for  the  past  10  years,  he  said. 
The  postal  system  receives  no  help  from 
tax  dollars. 

“Therefore,  money  used  for  expendi¬ 
tures  comes  through  the  sale  of  stamps,” 
he  said. 

According  to  Jorgenson,  any  mail  post¬ 


marked  by  Sunday  will  be  delivered  nor¬ 
mally.  However,  any  mail  postmarked  af¬ 
ter  Sunday  that  has  a  20  cent  stamp  will  be 
delivered  to  the  addressee  with  postage 
due. 

The  addressee  may  decide  to  accept  the 
mail  and  pay  the  additional  postage  or 
have  the  mail  sent  back  to  the  return 
address,  Jorgenson  explained. 

Postage  for  postcards  will  also  increase 
from  13  cents  to  14  cents  on  Sunday,  he 
said. 

Jorgenson  said  postal  costs  were  raised 
by  the  U.S.  Postal  Service  Board  of  Gov¬ 
ernors. 

One  of  the  responsibilities  of  the  board 
is  to  review  postal  costs  and  to  determine 
if  those  postage  costs  need  to  be  adjusted, 


he  said. 

The  board  is  composed  of  approximately 
14  men  and  women  who  work  in  the  pri¬ 
vate  business  sector.  These  people  are 
appointed  by  the  president  of  the  United 
States  to  the  board  for  a  four-.year  term. 

“To  help  inform  the  board  about  the 
postal  system,  two  high-ranking  postal 
officials  are  on  the  board  to  answer  ques¬ 
tions  and  to  give  advice,”  Jorgenson  said. 

“It  happens  that  this  year  the  interna¬ 
tional  postal  rates  will  also  be  increased,” 
he  said. 

According  to  Jorgenson,  the  Interna¬ 
tional  Board  of  Directors  meets  every  five 
years.  “It  is  by  coincidence  that  interna¬ 
tional  rates  will  increase  at  the  same  time 
as  U.S.  rates,”  he  said.

In  addition,  said  Franklin,  school 
lunch,  bussing,  and  other  programs 
that  receive  categorical  funds  should 
be  self-supporting.  “The  above  are 
not  criticisms,  but  suggestions  on 
how  to  help  provide  adequate  funding 
through  administrative  and  board  op¬ 
tions,”  he  said.

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Professor  preserves  past 

Excavates,  researches  important  historical  sites 

Historical  archaeologists  today  are  re¬ 
minding  people  of  their  heritage. 

Dr.  Dale  Berge,  professor  of  anthropol¬ 
ogy  at  BYU  and  a  well  known  historical 
archaeologist  who  has  excavated  several 
historic  sites  for  The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  is  currently 
doing  research  for  an  excavation  of  Camp 
Floyd  near  Fairfield,  Utah. 

“Camp  Floyd  is  where  Johnston’s  army

Berge  said.  “They  have  already  excavated 
one  of  the  main  headquarter  buildings  at

New  book  listing  scholarships 
now  available  to  help  students 


Committee  advances 
bill  for  waste  cleanup 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  A  bill  to  provide 
$500,000  to  clean  up  hazardous  waste  spills  was 
advanced  by  the  Senate  Health  Committee 
Tuesday. 

The  bill  would  empower  the  state  environmental 
health  director  to  order  those  responsible  to  clean 
up  such  spills,  or  order  the  responsible  parties  to 
reimburse  the  state  for  cleanup  costs. 

The  bill  was  given  a  favorable  recommendation 
by  the  committee  and  now  faces  action  by  the  full 

The  bill  also  was  amended  to  require  courts  to 
apportion  liability  among  those  responsible  accord¬ 
ing  to  their  degree  of  involvement.  Under  the 
amendment,  each  party  must  prove  to  what  extent 
it  was  responsible  for  a  spill.

To  offset  the  increasing  costs  of  education,  a  greater  number  of 
students  seek  out  the  benefits  of  scholarships. 

As  an  ASBYU  project,  all  scholarships  offered  at  BYU  were 
compiled  into  a  book  by  Martin  Ruckert,  a  junior  from  Ambridge, 
Pa.,  majoring  in  chemical  engineering. 

The  project  was  started  in  the  1983-84  school  year  by  Jennifer 
Johnson  from  the  ASBYU  office.  “I  just  volunteered  to  revamp  it 
and  expand  the  listing,”  said  Ruckert. 

“I  first  went  to  the  scholarship  office  for  the  listings  available, 
then  to  every  department  in  the  university  to  add  and  subtract 
what  they  had,”  he  said. 

ASBYU  started  the  book  as  one  of  their  more  substantial 
projects  “to  give  students  a  greater  understanding  of  scho¬ 
larships  available  to  them,”  said  Ruckert. 

“When  I  came  to  school,  I  didn’t  know  how  long  I  would  be  able 
to  stay  because  I  was  short  on  funds  to  pay  future  tuition,”  said 
Ellen  Stoddard,  a  freshman  from  Mesa,  Ariz.,  majoring  in  En¬ 
glish.  “I  did  not  qualify  for  a  grant  and  I  did  not  want  a  loan,  so  I 
decided  to  find  out  about  scholarships.  The  new  book  really 
helped.”  . 

Many  of  the  scholarships  require  specific  qualifications  or  cir¬ 
cumstances.  Ruckert  said,  “I  found  out  that  there  was  a  return 
missionary  scholarship  for  chemical  engineering  majors.  I  was 
eligible  that  one  semester  only,  and  that  was  it.” 


“We  want  to  make  people  aware  of  scholarships  available. 
Many  are  missing  opportunities  because  they  have  to  find  out  by 
word  of  mouth,”  he  said. 

Ruckert  said  a  program  is  now  being  planned  to  expand  the 
book  to  include  honors  scholarships  received  outside  the  uni¬ 
versity,  such  as  the  Rhodes  Scholarship. 

According  to  the  university’s  scholarship  committee,  scho¬ 
larships  are  for  declared  majors  and  are  administered  through 
the  regular  scholarship  program.  If  there  are  questions,  students 
should  contact  the  department. 

To  obtain  a  scholarship,  students  must  submit  an  application  to 
the  scholarship  committee.  Continuing  student  applications  are 
available  in  the  financial  aid  office. 

“The  main  qualification  for  a  scholarship  is  the  GPA,”  said 
Ruckert.  “There  are  a  few  scholarships  available  for  students 
who  are  having  a  hard  time  with  grades,  but  those  are  very  few. 

“Financial  need  is  also  considered  but  usually  only  after  a 
scholarship  is  give,”  he  said. 

A  third  consideration  is  specific  interests.  “Having  a  specialty 
helps.  An  example  would  be  aeronautical  engineering  instead  of 
general  civil  engineering,”  said  Ruckert. 

This  year’s  scholarship  deadline  was  Feb.  1,  but  it  is  a  good 
idea  to  start  looking  for  next  year,  Ruckert  said.  “Just  look  and 
try,  and  if  you  have  questions,  ask,”  he  said. 

Four  copies  of  the  scholarship  reference  book  are  available  on 
campus.  They  are  located  at  167  HGB,  A-41 ASB,  and  the  fourth 
floor  of  the  Wilkinson  Center.
